Railroad Co-operation 


The plan of Secretary Hoover for "railroad consolidation 


commends itself to almost any one who plows through the 
rather difficult language of the secretary's recent'statement. 


He points out how hard it is to fix reasonable rates and 


handle freight efficiently with the roads organized, as they 
are now, in a vast, complex system of lines which hinder each 
other instead of co-operating. Here is a ponderous paragraph 
which deserves study: 
' "The.necessity to establish railway credit and finance on 
a broader foundation than sole reliance upon the issue of 
mortgage securities; the necessity of provision for common 
utilization of terminal and other facilities; the impossibility of 
providing adequate rolling stock and particularly specialized 
cars, so long as the burden falls solely upon the strong roads; 
the difficulties of more-definite control of car-service to meet 
seasonal demands and routing; the insuperable problems of 
equalization in car interchange; the slow progress in standard- 
ization and maintenance of equipment—all point to the im- 
minent desirability of early progress with consolidations, if 
it were to have a transportation system adequate to the neces- 
sities of the country and containing in itself the strength of 
annual increase." 


At present, consolidations, though made permissible under 


the transportation act of 1920, are voluntary. That means 
long delay. Mr. Hoover recommends federal incorporation of 
existing systems, and authority for the Interstate Commerce 
commission to take the initiative in further combining, simpli- 
fying^and standardzing the railroads if, after a proper inter- 
val, they failed to do it for themselves. 


The plan contemplated is a national system of railroads pri- 


vately owned, but controlled by the government as far as is 
necessary for public protection, and having all the team work 
and efficiency of which they are" capable. 


The public no longer regards mere size in business insti- 


tutions as a crime, and there is no reason to fear larger rail- 
road aggregations as long as the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is on the job of preventing discrimination and injus- 
tice.

Pointing Radio Waves 


Radio waves naturally travel spherically, like expanding' 


bubbles. It is this quality which makes the energy of the radio 
wave so much weaker at any distant point. An impulse in the 
ether which spreads not only to every point of the compass, 
like a water wave, but in all the up and down directions, too, 
naturally dissipates itself in space. The wave may travel, 
eventually to the farthest star, but long before it leaves this j 
little earth it becomes so weak that powerful amplifiers are' 
necessary to make it audible. 


Now Marconi is going to change that. For a dozen years or 


more he has been trying to take the radio vibrations produced 
at a given point and make them alL travel in one direction. 
That -is what is done with the light yigrations in a searchlight, 
and with the sound vibrations in a megaphone or loud speaker. 


• The trouble has been that the radio vibrations insisted on 
going right through the reflector. Marconi, at leastyhe says, 
has found how to make a radio reflector that will really re- 
flect, bending the impetuous Hertzian waves so that they can 
be shot like a light beam, spreading only two or three degrees 
instead of 360 degrees. He expects soon to demonstrate his 
process. 
j 


This device should be of tremendous value to wireless tel-i 


egraphy and radio-telephone. If it is as successful as its in-1 
ventor says, it will permit the sending or radio messages or 
broadcasting programs definitely in any particular direction, 
preventing a vast amount of interference and undesired pub- 
licity now attending radio work. Its u,se by broadcasting sta- 
tions should help much to clear the air of the present con- 
fusion.
